Andover Will] Continue 


The Town of Andover will con= 
tinue to participate in negotiations 
which may ultimately lead to the 
establishing of a sewage abate- 
ment district encompassing An= 
dover, Lawrence, North Andover 
and Methuen, 

This was the decision of the 
Board of Selectmen Monday when 
Manager Richard Bowen asked that 
members take a position which he 
aud Selectman Robert A, Watters 
can communicate to the Regional 
Merrimack River Pollution Com-= 
mittee when it meets tonight, 
Bowen and Watters represent the 
town at conference sessions of this 
four-community group, 

The committee will discuss a 
compromise solution to the sensi-= 
tive question of representation and 
listen to counter=proposals, The 
compromise, suggesting a 
balance-of=power arrangement 
between the operating board of any 
district developed and an advisory 
council was offered by Bowen at a 
recent Andover meeting of elected 
officials and other spokesmen for 
the communities involved, 

The policy-making officials are 
to meet again in Methuen on Noy, 
15 with a view to resolving what- 
ever differences on representa= 
tion remain, If agreement has been 
reached, legislation is to be com- 
pleted for presentation at the next 
session of the Legislature, 

Asked Monday to re-state cost 
comparisons, Manager Bowen told 
the board thatit has beenestimated 
Andover’s share of the cost of 
constructing a $21 million filtra- 
tion plant would be $3 million, The 
town could probably build its own 
facility for $2 million, These 
figures do not include annual 
operating costs,
